Annual Exercises of Memorial Day to be Held in Town 
Hall With Address by Hon. Archie N. Frost. 
Sunday Services at Free Church. 


With lessened ranks and feebler steps the veterans of the days of ’61-°65,— 
represented by the members of Gen. William F. Bartlett Post, 99, G.A.R., will 
again honor their dead and decorate their graves. Since last year, two members 
of the Post have answered the last roll call. On August 26, 1915, Charles W. 
Morrison died, and taps sounded for George K. Dodge, April 6, 1916. Only 
twenty-three veterans now remain as members of the local Post. 

Sunday morning the members will assemble at G.A.R. headquarters and 
attend divine service at the Free church. The Women’s Relief Corps and the 
Sons of Veterans will accompany the Post. Rev. Frederick A. Wilson will deliver 
the address and there will be special music by the chcir. 

On Tuesday, May 30, as usual, comrades of Post 99 will report at G.A.R. 
hall at 7.30 a.m. At eight o’clock the line will be formed in the following order:

A ROUND-ABOUT PAPER 


There are many deserted farms in 
New Hampshire and I have never heard 
that the American government was to 
blame for these deserted farms.

A Neighbor’s Progress 


We have been watching for a number 
of years with a great deal of interest, 
the development of a civic centre in our 
neighboring town of Reading. With 
even more interest we have watched the 
development of the civic idea itself 
among the people of Reading, and the 
manner in which this development has 
taken place, resulting of course in the 
coming of the civic centre when the 
civic pride of the community was at the 
right pitch, has been one of the most 
creditable things that has come for a 
long time to any community among all 
those with which the writer is ac- 
quainted. 

This very week by a vote that was 
practically unanimous, another step was 
taken in the creation of the civic centre 
in the shape of an appropriation to pur- 
chase a much-needed piece of land, the 
ownership od which would make the 
town practically independent in working 
out ideas for one of the most striking 
civic centres to be found anywhere in 
the country. The first step has been a 
plan, landscape and architectural, con- 
templating all the important buildings 
which the trend of the times seems to 
demand. The next step is to be taken 
this very, year in the erection of a public

with all the other buildings that are, 
and that are to be. The next step is to 


management. work, including proper 
offices for officials and proper’ apart- 
ments for executive departments.. The 
next is to be a town-hall of ample 
capacity, simple, dignified, and adapted 
to the growing community. The next 
is to be a civic building in which the 
social community life of the town is to 
find free play, and then there is to be 
land enough for still further additions 
in buildings or ornamentation by proper 
landscape embellishment. 

Ten years ago this would have been a 
most pretentious plan for Reading or 
for any other community of similar size 
and ability to pay. Today it is but the 
natural thing to do in compliance with 
the modern requirements of the modern 
growing town, directed by men of 
modern ideas. Reading has been for- 
tunate in the group of men who have 
had the courage to first shape the 
dream, and then hammer for it until the 
reality is attained; at this distance it is 
a pleasure to congratulate the town on 
its progress, and even more upon the 
possession of the men who have made 
that progress so.sure and satisfactory. 


The Governor in Command 


The Governor is showing the grip ofa 
strong man on legislative matters in the 
closing hours of the present session, and 
it is might fortunate in some respects 
that he is. It has taken not a little 
suasion of several different types, to 
secure any actual progress in carrying 
out the program which he originally 
brought to the attention of the Legisla- 
ture in January. The Senate hasn’t 
been a very creditable body and when 
one sees supposedly strong men wobbling 
and trimming with some of the men 
who have been expected to do that sort 
of thing, it is rather difficult to under- 
stand where the people can place their 
reliance in selecting legislators for full 
dependence. 

Together with many others, the writer 
has had a great deal of interest in the 
framing up of the law for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Commission on Economy and 
Efficiency. There hasn’t been a partic le 
of personal interest in it, but from a 
year’s exMerience in the Board, hecame 
to the conclusion, which practically 
everybody else who has given any un- 
prejudiced study to the proposition has 
come to, that the best service can come 
to this important department only 
through the leadership of a single com- 
missioner. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
bill went through the House almost 
unanimously and that it got a good 
start in the Senate, a few members of 
that body, led by Senator. Bazeley of 
Worcester, lent themselves to an effort 
to kill it. It would be easy to pass over 
this particular effort of Mr. Bazeley’s 
if it were an exception to thy course of 
his usual activity as a legislator. For 
some time he has devoted most of his 
meager talents to all kinds of legislation 
interfering with and making trouble for 
business interests of the State, and just 
where he scores now that he has become 
an opponent to legislation that would 
improye the State service itself, it is 
difficult to understand In passing, it 
might: not be out of place to suggest 
that Senator Bazeley could be spared 
to private life much to the advantage of 
public service. So far as this particular 
legislative matter is concerned, good 
sense finally prevailed, and the law to 
reorganize the Commission has been 
passed. 

Practically the same situation arose 
in connection with the reorganization 
of the Port Board and the Harbor and 
Land Commission. Here it was neces- 
sary for the President of the Senate 
himself to get into the fight in order 
that something could be saved from 
the wreck which the same senator from 
Worcester attempted to consummate. 

It is not unlikely that Governor 
McCall’s program for reorganization of 
commissions was a little bit more ex- 
tended than it was wise to undertake 
in a single year, but unless we seriously 
mistake results, the samples that have 
been worked through at the present 
session of the legislature will abundantly 
justify further extension next year.

The Chewing Gum Man Out for 


Special Services at Free Church 


Sunday morning at the Free church, 
Rev. Merritt A. Farren, secretary of 
the Boston Seaman’s Friend Society, 
gave a very interesting account of the 
work of the society among the sailor- 
men who visit Boston. He said that 
during the year 200,000 sailors came 
into Boston and of these nearly 50,000 
had visited the society’s quarters, where _ 
everything is done to make them com- 
fortable. There is a postoffice where 
they can receive their mail and also a 
savings department where their money 
is cared for. Medical assistance is also 
given them free of charge and many 
lives have been saved through this de- 
partment. Mr. Farren stated that the 
society had had a big job on its hands 
since the outbreak of the war with so 
many sailors interned on the German 
ships in the harbor. Every Friday night 
special entertainment is provided for 
these men, with concerts and lectures. 
He also told of the great work at 
Martha’s Vineyard for the sailors there. 

In the evening a very interesting 
lecture was given by Rev. F. A. Wilson 
on “Congregational Shrines”. He be- 
gan with the emigration of the aie 
Congregationalists, the Pilgrim Fa 
from Scrooby, England, to Holland, and 
their embarkation on the Mayflower 
later for America. He spoke of the 
compact drawn up in the cabin of the 
Mayflower when the Pilgrim Fathers 
sighted land, a compact which was the 
origin of the American Republic. He 
said that they came not as ordinary ad- 
venturers but as a band of members 
of a Christian church. The early his- 
tory of the colonies is interwoven with 
Congregationalism, and in the course of ° 
the lecture Mr. Wilson showed many 
shrines including the famous Old South 
church in Boston, the greatest memorial

In closing, Mr. Wilson showed 
views of the Congregational College, 
Roberts College in Turkey, whan tee 
American society has achieved its 
greatest success through the services of 
the late Dr, Cyrus Hamlin.

Examination for Coast Guard 


Congressman John Jacob Rogers of 
this district has announced that there 
are ten vacancies to be filled this year 
in the United States government service 
offered by the Coast Guard Academy 
at New London; Conn... It.is difficult to 
obtain entrance to this Aadcdeiny ‘as 
the examinations are harder than those 
for entrance to West Point or Anna- 
polis, requiring a knowledge of solid 
geometry, plane trigonometry and one 
modern language. Also the age limit 
is higher than at West Point and 
Annapolis—18 to 24 for line cadets 
and 20 to 25 for cadet engineers. 

The examinations will be held in 
Boston, June 26. The course in the 
Coast Guard Academy covers a period 
of three years for line cadets and one 
year for cadet engineers. Four months 
of each year are spent at sea on the 
practice ship, and principal ports along 
the Atlantic Coast are visited. This 
year the practice cruise will include 
the West Indies and the Panama Canal 
zone. Cadets receive $500 per annum 
and in addition one ration, equal’ to 
about $100 per year. Cadet engineers 
receive $75 per month and one ration,
